It was only after a pitched battle that the 
Kerr men secured the fourth, which is 
known as ‘“‘the bloody ward,’’ because of 
various difficulties recorded there in past 
elections. 

As early as 11 o’clock the Walsh men had 
corralled their forces in a wagon yard, and 
soon after midnight marched in line over 
to the polls, where they filled the alley 
way prepared for negroes standing two 
abreast. They were to stand there until 
8 o'clock in the morning. A Baptist preach- 
er was at the head of the column, lihing 
up a revival hymn, which the crowd would 
catch up and repeat in true camp-meet- 
ing fashion. In the meantime this minieter 
was exhorting his brethren and prevailing 
upon them to keep the precepis of the

The crowd was swaying with religious 


fervor, and the minister was doiing out his 


doctrine in a high minor key, when there 
came a sudden noise toward the rear guard. 
Hundreds of men were seen leaping over 


| the bigh fence in rear of the polls. The 


leaders of the Walsh gang realized at once 
what this meant. The Kerr clans had come 
to capture the precinct. Three separate 
Kerr clubs were there, having massed their 
forces upon information that the Walsh 


men were in command. They outnum- : 


bered their enemies, and in addition to this 
were instructed to resort to force, if neces- 
sary. Several rocks were thrown in the 
Walsh line, but those of this faith realized 
the futility of holding out against such 
numbers, and made immediate flight. Lead- 
ers and couriers were sent out for rein- 
forcements, but when these arrived the 
Kerr men. were making a Gibraitar stand, 


and could not be shaken. 


, Thus it was that for the first two hours 
after the opening of the polls, Kerr votes 
were cast in the fourth ward. 

Where Justice Was. 

No other great excitement or unusual 
clash occurred except at the courthouse.

precinct. It was in the left wing of the

The Bill Abolishes the Death Penalty 
for Females. 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON FAVORS MEASURE 


He Is Said To Have Inspired the Bill. 
It Is Intended To Fit’ Mrs. No- 
bles’ Case as Well as Others.

It is h’ghly probable that a bill will be 
passed which will save the Twiggs county 
murderess from the gallows. 

Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, introduced a 
bill last ni'ght which makes it impossible 
for the death sentence to be inflicted upon 
a woman who has been found guilty of 
‘murder unless the jury expressly recom- 
mends that she be hanged. | 

The b‘ll does not mention the name of 
Mrs. Nobles and there are some who think 
it cannot affect her case, but it is known 
‘that the bill was introduced at the re- 
quest of one who ha@ the Nobles case im 
view. Mr. Berry says “that the dill wit! 
save Mrs. Nobdies ift passes in time. 

As the jury which tried Mrs. Nobles did 
not recommend that she be hanged; the 
bill will save her life. If it is found that 
the bill as it now stands will not effect 
its purpose, it will be so amended as to 
fit her case. 

It was stated in the house that the bill 
was introduced at the suggestion of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, who was anxious to learn 
the sentiments of the general assembly 
on the subject. The governor will soon

Railroads Ask for Extension of Time To 
Put Safeguards on Cars. 


REPLY OF THE EMPLOYEES 


Would Rather Equip the Cars Them- 
selves Thar Be in Danger Longer.

Owing to the Lack of Air Brakes, Car 
Couplers and Hand Rails on 
Freight Cars. 


Washington, December %-—-The United 
States commerce commission today opened 
the hearing of the railroads which have 
petitioned. for an extension of the time 
in which they can comply with the law of 
1893, requiring them to equip their cars 
and engines with automatic car couplers, 
hand rails and airbrakes. The represen- 
tatives or attorneys of several hundred 
railroads and also of leading labor organ- 
izations were present and the ehamber in 
which the commission met was crowded 
to the doors. Intense interest was mani- 
fested. John K. Cowen, one of the receiv- 
ers of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
presented the case of the rail- 
roads to the commission. Samuel 
Hoar, representing the Boston and 
Albany railroad, made a brief argument to 
show the utterly paralysis of traffic which 
must follow if roads which had complied 
with the law were compelled to cease haul- 
ing only equipped cars. Of the fright cars 
of the country 44% per cent were now 
equipped with car couplers and 36% per 
cent had the additional airbrake attach- 
ment. He argued that this was sufficient 
evidence that the roads had made an hon- 
est effort to comply with the law. He of- 
fered as the principal reason why the roads 
had not complied fully the industrial de- 
pression which followed the passage of the 
act in 1893, which he said had rendered 
them financially unable to make the outlay 
required by the law. 

He contended that the law as passed was 
defective and that congress recognized this 
by giving the commission the power to 
suspend its operation. The single question 
presented to the commission, he ‘argued, 
was the method and extent of extension, 
because unless an extension was granted 
interstate commerce must cease. .He.urged 


that the extension be for five years, with: 


provision for an equipment of one-fifth of 
the cars each year, and thus»*working to 
full and complete compliance. If there was 
then defauli, cars not equipped, he said, 
could be withdrawn from the interstate 
commerce without endangering the trans- 
portation facilities of the country. He 
further said that it would cost a great 
sum for the railways to comply with 
the law. This money must be earned, If 
the commission decline@ an extension the 
roads would be absohitely unable to equip 
their cars out of their own resources.

The most flagrant 
‘ried on at the’ courthotse, just beneath 
the statute of Justice. Here a Kerr man 
and an ardent Walsh supporter were bid- 
ding aga‘nst each. other for votes. 

They waved the money in the face of 
the negroes and the profligate flash of 
bills seemed fairly to dazzle the darkies. 

Scarcely any money was spent by the 
Dunbar men. It was realized by the sup- 
porters of the other two men that it 
was @ question as to who could spend the 
most money among the negroes, and they 
let their coins loose in a reckless way. 

Most of the negroes were voted early 
in the day, but some of them held off 
with the hope that the election would be 
very| close and they could sell their votes 
at a high premium. These, however, were 
mistaken. After 12 o’clock it was seen 
which way the great majority would go, 
and there was no demand for these scat- 
tering votes. 

City Officials Work. 

It was no secret today that the city 
offic'als took a hand, and an open hand, 
in the election. The official wagons of the 
fire chief and the chief of. police were 
dashing about from various polling sta- 
tions and were doing active work. 

These were all strongly in sympathy with 
Kerr. 

Mayor Young,’ the sheriff and all the 
city officials were fighting vigorously for 
Mr. Kerr. 

It was soon seen by them, however, 
that there was a landslide in the direction 
of Walsh and by noon there was a con- 
spicuous letting up. There was no doubt 
as to the standing of these city officials 
They are gloomy under defeat.

Stores Are Sacked and Two Months’ 
Supplies Obtained. . 


FAILURE OF COMMISSIONERS TO RETURN 


Jt Is Feared the Insurgents Have As- 
sagsinated Spanish Officers Sent 
Out To Talk About Peace. 


Havana, via Key West, IRa., December 1. 
The insurgent generals, Rabi and Sal- 
yador Ros, besieged the Village of Guisa, 
about fifteen miles from Bayamo. Their 
artillery destroyed severa) block houses, 

_ killing the military commander and one 
feutenant. The garrison, after having lost 
fifty soldiers killed and wounded, surren- 
dered. 

The insurgents plundered the stores, se- 
curing rich booty. two months’ supplies, a 
good quantity of ammunition and two 
hundred rifies. The Span'sh have sent re- 
enforcements to retake the town. 

It is persistently rumored tha‘ an insur- 
gent leader, Cuervo, who Btartec for the 
‘{nsurgent ranks to induce the followery 
of General Arguren to surrender, has not 
returned. and it is believed he has been 
assassinated. 

Althonch it is reported that the ingurgent 
leader, Pitirre. of Guines, Havana province, 
and Leader Pancho Perez. of Sancti Spir- 
ftus. had wr'tten to the autonomist party 
that they were willing to surrender’ and 
to accept autonomy, they have not done 
so in epite of the fact that ten days have 
gone by. 

The column under General Bernal, whitch 
went into the Ruby hills and with which 
Senor Canelejas went for information as 


to the condition of the country, had a, 


hot fight and destroyed five hundred huts 
of theinsurgents. Both sides suffered con- 
siderable loss. 

A number of commissioners, who were 
sent out by the Spanish authorities to 
confer with the insurgents, has not return- 
ed.

SPAIN’S GENTLE SOLICITUDE. 


Deplorable Sadness of Cuban Suffering 
Increases Constantly. 

Havana, via Key West, December 1.— 
The deplorable condition of the country 
grows more and more apparent. Refugees 
and reconcentrados are becom!ng more and 
More miiserable. According to reports from 
Sin Domingo, smallpox is making terrible 
ravages among the reconcentrados. Since 
April last more than 4,900 have died in the 
city alone, to say nothing of the suburban 
towns which are likewise infested, 

The loca! authorities take no steps what- 
ever to check. the mortality. The streets 
of the city are thronged with famine- 
stricken, wretched beings, who succumb to 
disease under perhaps some lonely portico 
and some times fall dead in the gutter, 
where they remain until God only knows 
when. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at San Domingo says that the worst 
African savages are more humane than 
the local authorities. More than. three 
hundred smallpox cases are known to ¢x- 
ist. but no one is ever vaccinated. Medical 
aid is very scarce and the burial of these 
wretched beings is most brutally effected. 
Often as many as fifteen corpses are piled 
tegther in a car and then dumped together 
ir a hole, to be covered only with such lit- 
tle earth that the first shower exposes ti:e 
limbs of the dead, which are afterwards 
devoured by vultures, hogs and dogs. 

A few days ago a cart en route for the 
cemetery broke down. The driver unhitch- 
ed his horses and drove them away and 
the dead were left thefe abandoned until 
the following day.

permit of alteration into effective plants. 
Ail of this data, it is expected, will be very 
valuable to congress in treating the whole 
armor question, but the report of the 
board, which may be strengthened by an 
indorsement from Secretary Long, will 
make it quite evident that the government 
cannot undertake to make its own armor 
at the cost named as the lim’t of price to 
be paid to private firms in the last naval 
appropriation bill. 

The armor factory board consists of Com- 
modore Howell, Captain McCorm.ck, Civil 
Engineer Endicott, Chief Engineer Parry 
and Lieutenant Fletcher. Summing up the 
practicability, necessities, advantages and 
disadvantages of the proposed factory, it 
suys: 

“In accordance with your views that 
congress would wish from the board a 
statement in the rough of the practicability 
of putting wp an armor plant, we respect- 
fully submit the following considerations: 

‘1. An armor factory comprises essen- 
tially a collection of special furnaces, heavy 
machine tools and appliances that are not 
needed in any other class of work and a 
class of labor especially skilled in the busi- 
ness. 

“2. A government armor factory, not con- 
nected with an establishment engaged in 
other branches of the steel industry, would 
depend for its success and economic «dmin- 
istration upon a constant demand for an 
output nearly approaching its full capacity. 

“3. If the government should estabiish an 
armor factory the cient and economic 
maintenance of the working of that fac- 
tory would necessarily depend upon a con- 
stant yearly appropriation for ships to be 
provided with armor, because the armor 
produced at any time must be specially 
designed for and fitted to those ships. Any 
failure to appropriate for those ships in 
any one year would require a_ cessation 
of work and a laying off, indefinitely, of 
the skilled experts and laborers that 
been trained to this industry. A resump- 
tion of work at a later period would re- 
quire the training, at a considerable ex- 
pense, of a new set of men. In the mean- 
time the progress of the art would perhaps 
have been such that difficult and radical 

‘be uired which, under 
changes would req 
continuous working, might have been grad- 
ually and easily made. 

Then follow estimates for the cost, ex- 
clusive of the land, of a plant capable 
of making and furnishing ready for the 
installment on: board ship of 6,000 tons per 
year, of nickel steel, face-hardened, re- 
forged armor. 

ose estimates are made without exact 
knowledge of the local condit.ons of the 
site that may be selected. and make a 
total of $3,247,912.

On the subject of sites the board says: 
‘“"The board, in its instructions, was not 
charged with the selection of a site or 
location for the armor factory. It, how- 
ever, appends to this report a L.st of places 
recommended to the board as sites and 
showing also the names of the persons 
so recommending them. . 

A proving ground for testing armor 
plates is recommended at or near the site 
of the proposed armor factory of suffictent 
capacity to permit of the necessary tests, 
both for final acceptance and for experi- 
mental work. 

The report contains much in the way of 
appendixes. There are thirty-eight draw- 
ings. besides the specifications, details of 
estimates, list of places to recommend for 
sites, for of proposals, bes.des much other 
matter. 

The board says it w'll be ‘mpossible to 
furnish copies of all these matiers to ap- 
plicants and intending bidders.will find it 
imperative to come to Washington if they 
would make intelligent bids.

Vienna. December 1-—The communal 
council has passed a resojution thankin¢ 
Emperor Francis Joseph for summoning 
the ministry and expressing hopes that 
the present cabinet will repeal the lan- 
guage ordinance, making the Czech lan- 
guage co-ordinate with the German; 
thanking the obstructionists, urging them 
to persevere and if necessary to resort to 
extreme measures. 

The prospects for the new ministry are 
ominous. The assignments of portfolios has 
been received on all sides with fr.g:d re- 
serve, and although the dismissal of Count 
Badeni has allayed the spirit of reb:] ion 
in Vienna and the German towns, anarc hy 
has broken out in Slav and Czechish towns 
and provinces. 

It looks as though Baron Gautsch wou'ld 
have as great difficulties to face in the de- 
mands of the Czeehs and socialists as 
Count Badeni had. Seeing the success that 
mob influence has had ip Vienna in bringz- 
ing about the downfall of Count Badeni, 
the Czechs are trying by the same .a- 
fluence to bring pressure to bear upon the 
new cabinet.

RIOTING IN PRAGUE 
~ ON THE INCREASE 


Czechs Smash the Windows of Many 
German Hovses, 


ALL TRAFFIC IS SUSPENDED 


Troops Fire Upon a Mob and Several 
Rioters Killed. ier 


GERMAN NATIONAL SCHOOL WAS ATTACKED 


Police Are Fired Upon by the Mob. 
Palace Is Visited and Rocks 
Smash Through Windows. 


Prague, Bohemia, Decemher 1.—There 
were fresh disturbances here today. The 
houses of Germans were bombarded with 
stones, and a howling mob, which gathered 
on Wenzelsplatz, had to be dispersed by 
infantry and cavalry. : 

The university buildings are threatencd 
by the rioters and have to be protected by 
large bodies of police. 

Troops have been drafted to Judenstadt, 
owing to the mob threatening to run riot 
there. . 

During the afternoon the riots increased. 
The synagogue windows were smashed, as 
were also the windows of the houses of 
Jews displaying German trade signs in 
several streets of the Jewish quarter. 

Since 6 o’clock this evening the streets 
have been held by twelve battalions of 
infantry and a squadron of hussars. All 
traffic is suspended and the shops and 
business houses are closed, 

Burned German Furniture. 

In spite of the m.litary a large Czech 
mob made a descent during the even:ng 
upon the German quarter and plundered 
houses and shops in sevéral streets. 

The furniture of a well known German 
cafe was piled up in the street and set 
on fire. When a detachment of troops ap- 
proached to disperse the rioters the soldiers 
were greeted with showers of stones, 
broken glass and other missiles. The offi- 
cer in command ordered his troops to 
prepare to fire, but at the urgent request 
of @ police official the order was not car- 
ried into effect. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock a mob attempted 
to storm a cartridge factory at Zizhkow, 
a suburb of Prague. The troops stationed 
at the factory poured a volley into the 
crowd. It is known that at least two 
persons were killed outright, and it is 
feared others were killed or wounded. 
The same body of rioters’ set fire to a 
house at Zizhkow, but the flames were 
soon quelled. 

Plundering and Bloodshed. 

At Smychow, the southwest suburb of 
Frague, a thickly populated industrial 
quarter, at a late hour in the evening, a 
riotous mob attacked and plundered the 
German national school. 

The r‘oters fired shots at a police detach- 
ment, whereupon the comimanding officer, 
acting with great promptitude, drew his 
revolver and fired at one of the ringleaders, 
the bullet piercing his arm. He then ar- 
rested the man. The resSult of this ener- 
getic action was the dispersal of the mob 
without much further difficulty. 

The German gymnasium in the Alstaedt- 
er-Ring, in the center of the city, was 
plundered by a mob, which was finally 
dispersed by a combined charge of soldiers 
and police, 

As a reswly of the ithreatening mob 
gatherings in Pilzen yesterday, the houses 
of German residents are specially guarded 
by the police. Today three thousand people 
gathered in front of the town hall, and, 
after singing national songs, procerded to 
the German gymnasium, where they broke 
the windows. The police dispersed the 
crowd, wounding one. 

The rioters then returned to the town hall, 
where, failing to obtain the liberation of 
some of the ‘ringleaders who had been ar- 
rested, they broke the windows of the 
town hall and of several buildings adjacent. 

Czech Jubilations Continue. 

Already resenting the German /ubilations 
and illuminations of clubs and beer halls 
over the fall of Count Badeni, the Czech 
population was still further incited by the 
speech of the Czech burgomaster delivered 
Monday night to the town council. 

Two special sufferers from the riots are 
Baron von Aehrenthal, a representative of 
the German landowners in the reichsrath, 
and Count von Salm. Baron von Aehren- 
thal’s palace is on the Wenzelsplatz. the 
mob smashed the windows and tore out 
the window frames on the ground floor 
last night. Similar outrages were commit- 
ted at Count von Salm’s palace, which is 
the editorial office of the German paper, 
Bohemia, 

During the night the Aehrenthal palace 

wus boarded up, but the rioters removed 
the planks and threw large stones itito the 
luxuriantly furnished rooms, smashing val- 
uahle objects or art and costly furniture. 
Damage to the amount of many thousands 
of florins hus been done to German firms, 
clubs or other institutions having German 
preprietors or patrons. No performance 
was given at the German theater tonight. 
' The constant cry of the rioters wus: 
“Down with the Germans!” “Down with 
the Jews.”’ Ladies venturing on the 
streets were obliged tu wear the Slav tri- 
color in order to avoid being attacked. 
German signboards aresbeing hastily re- 
mcved by their owners and replaced with 
Czech inscriptions. Nobody dares to utter 
a word in German. 

The Khinsky palace was plundered of its 
furniture, which was thrown through the 
windows, heaped in the street and set on 
fire, the mob preventing the fire brigade 
from approaching. 

The Wenzelsplatz, where the revolution 
of 1848 began, has been the chief center 
of excitement. It is about sixty yards in 
width and 750 yards in length and will hold 
a hundred thousand people. 

The police and the military have made 200 
arrests, and it is reported tonight that 


altogether eighty persons have been in 
jured.

They Are Willing To Comply with Rest 
of Germany's Conditions. 


WILL NOT BE HUMILIATED 


Therefore the Clause Requiring Presi- 
dent To Meet Charge D’Affaires. 


BECAUSE MAN MADE HIMSELF @BNOXIGUS 


Germans Have Modified Order and 
Will Not Send Warship to Fright- 
en the Natives. 


Washington, December 1—The exact na- 
ture of Germany’s demands on Hayti be- 
came known for the first time today. The 
details came by way of the steamer from 
Port-au-Prince, which arrived at New York 
yesterday, and show the demands to be as 
follows: “ 

1, An indemnity of $20,000 American dol- 
lars for Emil Lueders. 

2. The promise that Mr. Lueders may re- 
turn to Hayti, and there sojourn without 
danger of any kind. ; 

3. A letter to my government in which 
you will express apology for the proceed- 
ings toward the German government in the 
whole transaction. 

4. That the president of Hayti shall gra- 
clously receive the German charge d’af- 
faires at Port-au-Prince. 


It was also announced that if indemnity 
gwas not given a warship would b> sent or 
diplomatic relations be broken. 

Without answering the demands in detall, 
Hayti asked if Germany, by presenting this 
demand, intended to close the negotiations 
in the Lueders case and also on what 
ground an apology was asked. 

The money demand was regarded hy 
Hayti as far less important that the other 
three, which were considered as affecting 
Hayti’s honor. The Gemand that the pres- 
ident receive Count Sehwerin graciously 
was looked upon as involving a deep hu- 
mililation, as it was this officlal who had 
gone before the president and rudely sub- 
mitted his demands. It was this fourth de- 
mand which led Hayti to prepare for one 
eventuality. 

Since the foregoing correspondence closed 
it has become apparent, according to cable 
dispatches from Berlin, that the sugges- 
tion as to the sending of warships has been 
modified and that there is no present pur- 
posé to send them. 


AN ATTEMPT TO KILL CUESTAS. 


Bystandars Save the Life of Uru- 

guay’s Pro Tem. President. 

London, December 1.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Montevideo says an attempt 
was made there yesterday (Wednesday) t 
stab Senor Jose Cuestas, president ad inte- 
rim of Uruguay.

THEY ALLEGED 
MBTHODS UNFAIR 


Petitioners Before Judge Emory Speer 
Ask for a Receiver. 


WHAT PETITION SETS FORTH 


That Affairs of Progress Loan and 
Improvement Co. Were Loose. 


THAT MINORITY MEN WERE BADLY TREATED 


Company Had Never Paid Dividend 
Until Last July and Did This To 
Quiet Certain Stockholders. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 1.—A temporary re- 
ceiver was appointed today by Judge Em- 
ory Speer to take charge of the affa‘rs of 
the Progress Loan, Improvement and. 
Manufacturing Company. 

The petition for a receiver was filed by 
Messrs. Marion Erwin and Joseph Fred, 
attorneys for Silas H. Jenkins and other 
New York stockholders. It is claimed in 
the petition that some unfair methods have 
been indulged in by Messrs. Thomas C. 
Burke, president, and William M. Gordon, 
secretary of the company one of the 
charges be!ng that these ovficers had start- 
ed a systematic effort to ‘“‘freeze the minor- 
ity stockholders out.” It is also related 
in the petition that the charter uncer 
which the company has operated is void. 
Several reasons are given to prove that 
the charter is not valid, chief among 
them being that the charter was first 
granted in 1887 by the Georgia legislature 
contrary to the constitution of the state, 
in that banking privileges were allowed, 
and it ‘s claimed that the managers of 
the company’s business have charged usu- 
rious rates of interest on loans. It is fur- 
ther claimed that the charter was subse- 
quently amended so as to: allow the com- 
pany to construct a street railway, and 
th's was contrary to law, since corporate 
consent was never gained for such a step 
and because it was an amendment to a 
charter that was void. 

It is further set forth In the petition for 
a receiver that the officers failed to enforce 
the collection of certain loans. and by 
this kind of management caused the value 
of the stock to decrease. No dividends 
were ever paid until last July when, it is 
claimed, the management decided to pay 
a dividend of 2 per cent to quiet dissenting 
stockholders. It igs further charged in the 
petition that the officers have bought out 
certain members for the purpose of hush- 
ing the opposition, and that in buying them 
out prices were paid that were far in ad- 
vance of the value of the stock at the time 
of the purchase, while others of the mi- 
nority stockholders have been forced to 
sell their stock at a sacrifice. 

Seeing that there would be a general up- 


rising of discontent among the minority 


stockholders, the petition recites the offi- 
cers deliberately caused a resolution to be 
passed last July at a meeting over which 
they had control, outlining a plan for wind- 
ing up the company’s business for the rea- 
son that it could not fulfill the stipulations 
of its charter. Among those who were 
bought out by the majority stockholders 
for the purpose of “hushing’’ matters, the 
name of Mr. Henry Horne, formerly pres- 
ident of the company, is given in the peti- 
tion. It is claimed that he was dissatis- 
fied with the management of the company’s 
interests and was paid a good price for 
his stock, when the value of the stock was 
far below such a price. 


After setting forth these claims and 


} charges the petitioners ask that the court 


appoint a temporary receiver to take 
charge of the property and the present 
officers be restrained from further disposi- 
tion of it. 

The court is further asked to require the 
officers to bring before the court all of the 
company’s books for inspection and that a 
full accounting be had with the plaintiffs 


and such other stockholders as may join 


with them in bringing matters to a promot 
settlement.

in Three States. 
BEGAN BUSINESS IN KENTUCKY 


Served Bravely Through the War as 
a Confederate Soldier. 


THEN WENT INTO BUSINESS IN GEORGIA 


Florida Was Next the Scene of His 
Operations, Where He Grew Prom- 
inent in Politics. 


Columbus, Ga., December 1.—(Special.)}— 
Colonel W. D. Chipley, whose death occur- 
red in Washington this morning, was born 
in Columbus in 184, being a son of Dr. 
Chipley, who came here from Kentucky. 

When he was quite young his parents ree 
turned to Kentucky, going to Lexington. 
Young Chipley was educated there, Ahad 
when he grew up to be a man he moved to 
Louisvilie, where he engaged in business. 
When the war broke out Mr. Chipley, to- 
gcther with many other prominent Kea- 
tuckians, came south. He was a member 
of the famous Kentucky brigade, which 
was che of the bravest bodies of troops in 
the confcderate service. Colonel Chipley’s 
Wa" record was an honorable one. He filled 
the office of adjutant. 

He Comes to Georgia. 

After the war Colonel Chipley came to Co- 
lumbus, where he went into business. He 
was a merchant, and he was highly suc- 
ccssful. He was at one time chairman of 
the county democratic executive committee, 
and was quite prominent in local politics. 
When the renegade Ashburn was killed, 
Co.one!l Chipley was one of the men arrest- 
ed, charged with being implicated in the 
king. He was arraigned before the fam 
O'ls ccurt martial at Atlanta. The federal 
Officials singled out Colonel Chipley, de- 
terreined to make an example of him, be- 
cause of his prominen#we. He was really 
innocent of the charge. He was not con- 
nected with the Ashburn killing. The 
court martial resulted in his acquittal. 
Ashburn was a white republican whose pol- 
iticy and manners were quite obnoxious to 
the respectable people of the community. 
One night he was killed at his home. 

Ccicnel Chipley married Miss. Billups, 
who, with several children, now survives 
him. He numbered his warm friends and 
adinirers in Columbus by the score. 

His Removal to Florida. 

Abcut twenty years ago Colonel Chipley 
removed to Florida, and has been a resi- 
Gent of that state ever since. Colonel 
Chipley was. one of the originators of what 
is rncw the Columbus and Rome railroad, 
extending from here to Greenville, Ga. He 
was ith superintendent and general mana- 
gecr of the road which, when it was built, 
was known as the North and South rail- 
road. The town of Chipley, Ga., is named 
for him, as is also the town of Chipley, 
Fla., as well as the steamer W. D. Chip- 
ley, which once plied the Chattahoochee 
river,

CAMP’S COMMITTEE 


Central's Yice President Talks About 
West Side Crossing. 


MAY MAKE PROPOSAL TODAY 


He Expects To Hear from the South- 
ern Railway Directors. 


COMMITTEE WILL-ASK FOR DEFINITE ACTION 


The Railroads Are Expected To Agree 
To Defray One-Half of Viaduct 
Expenses. 


Mr. Jotin M. Egan, vice president of the 
Central Railroad Company, will meet with 
the bridge committee of the general coun- 
cil today and discuss the question of pro- 
viding an adequate means of crossing the 
railroad tracks to and from the west side. 

Mr. Egan is expected to make a proposi- 
tion on the part of the Central and South- 
ern railroads. The bridge committee will 
ask him to state what his road, co-op2rat- 
ing with the Southern, will do toward 
bearing a part of the expense of building 
a viaduct over the tracks at Mitchell street 
or building a bridge to extend Alabama 
street. 

Just what offer Mr. Egan will make is 
not known. The status of the entire mat- 
ter ig about as follows: 

Several months ago the city and the 
Central and Southern railroads, through 
their representatives, discussed the advisa- 
bifity and feasibility of constructing a via- 
duct at Mitchell street. After various con- 
ferences the Central and Southern 6ub- 
mitted a joint proposition to give the city 
$25,000 in cash toward the expense of the 
viaduct. The city thought this amount too 
little and the scheme was abandgned for 
that reason, 


The Pending Proposition. 


The city, through the bridge committee, 
has recently suggested to the railroads the 
propriety of the roads bearing one-half the 
expense of the viaduct jointly, the city to 
pay the other half. 

Now Mr. Egan is expected to say if his 
road and the Southern will accept this 
proposition, contingent upon its approval 
by the general council. 

Will Mr. Egan’s road and the Southern 
agree to the proposition? Mr. Egan is not 
saying yet what he will agree to do on the 
part of the Central and Southern. Hesays 
he is waiting to hear from the Southern 
people as to what that company will do in 
the matter, 

He hopes to hear from the Southern this 
morning, or at least in time to arrange 
the matter before the meeting of the br:dge 
committee. He says the Central is ready tv 
act. His road has communicated with the 
Southern people and were informed that 
the question had been referred to the d rec- 
tors of the Southern. Yesterday no fur- 
ther answer had been received... 


What Mr. Egan Says. 


Mr. Egan says: 

“The Central and Southern made a prop- 
osition to give the city $25,000 toward bulid- 
ing the Mitchell street viaduct. The city 
said that was not enough and now sug- 
gests that the roads give a larger amount. 
That is another question and‘one which has 
to be considered by the Central and South- 
ern. AS s00N as a@ proper understanding 
can be reached the roads will notify the 
bridge committee what they will agree to 
do. I hope to be able to announce a defi- 
nite proposition while in the city.”

THE BIG REUNION 
First Steps Looking “Toward the Details 


Were Taken Yesterday. 
COMMITTEES ARE APPOINTED 


Colonel W. A. Hemphill Unanimously 
Chosen Chairman. 


ATLANTA WILL EXTEND A ROYAL WELCOME 


Various Committees That Have Been 
Named To Go To Work in Earn- 
est for the Convention. 


One of the most important steps toward 
preparing for the reunion of confederate 
veterans was madi yesterday at noon 
when the Confederate Veterans’ Reunion 
Association met in the ballroom of the 
Kimball house and began organizing for 
the work before them, 

The meeting of the executive committee 
was called by President C. A. Evans and 
great stress was laid upon its importance. 
In pursuance of the call a representative 
number of the committee was present yes- 
terday morning. 

The object of the meeting was to effect 
organization for the work of making the 
necessary arrangements for the entertain- 
ment of the thousands of veterans who will 
pour into Atlanta next summer. 

The meeting was called to order by Genr 
eral Evans as president of the association, 
and he told of the importance of the ac- 
tion about to be taken and of the great 
amount of work before the sub-commit- 
tees to be appointed. He said the execu- 
tive committee should be a working board. 
Great care had been taken in the selection 
of the members and only men who had 
an interest in the matter and who were 
known as hard workers had been appoint- 
ed. A great crowd of people would come 
to Atlanta on the day of the reunion, he 
said, and would take advantage of the 
hospitable spirit Atlanta has always dis- 
played toward visitors. It would take a 
great amount of work, time and money to 
entertain these. 

General Evans stated that one of the 
most necessary portions of the work was 
the appointment of sub-committees so that 
the labors of the association could be 
carried on in a business like manner. 
He had made a list of the committees he 
thought necessary and furnished it to the 
meeting. The committees were as follows: 

Rulés, finance, transportation, quarters, 
commissary, decoration, halls, badges, 
music, publicity, military. 

General Evans then stepped down from 
the chair. He was nominated as temporary 
chairman of the committee and was unan- 
lmously chosen. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill then nominated 
Captain J. W. English permanent chair- 
man of the executive committee. Captain 
English declined the nomination on the 
ground that he was attending to some 
tmportant business in connection with the 
Eagle and Phenix mills of Columbus and 
would be out of the city a great portion 
of the time. He would serve in any other 
capacity. 

Colonel Hemphill Elected Chairman. 


Captain T. B, Neal then said: ‘““What we 
want in the chairman of this committee, 
gentlemen, is capacity. We want a man 
who will give his timé and attention to 
the work. We all know the capacity of 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill, and I nominate 
him chairman of this committee.’’ 

Colonel Hemphill stated that he was 
@ very busy man and the office would re. 
quire a great amount. of work. He thought 
there were other men present who were 
not as busy as himself. 

Colonel Hemphill was the only nominee, 
and when his name was put before the 
committee he was unanimously chosen 
chairman. 

He made a short talk, in which he ac- 
cepted the office, and said that the prea- 
ident had spoken the truth when he said 
their hearts were in the work. He thought 
that the reunion would be equal to any 
that has ever yet been held. 

Captain English then made a motion that 
the chairman appoint a committee of five 
to recommend the mémbers of the various 
‘committees and secretary and other offi- 
cers. 

The motion was passed and Colonel 
Hemphill named as the committee Captain 
English, Captain Neal, Colonel West, 
Colonel Murphy and Jndge Calhoun. 

On motion of Mr. Albert Howell the pres- 
ident was empowered to fill any vatancies 
that might occur on the executive com- 
mittee from time to time. The president 
will obtain an expression from the members 
of the committee and find out just exact- 
ly who will give their attention to the 
work. 

The executive committee adjourned and 
will meet again at the call of the chair- 
man.

Colonel Hemphill called a meeting of the 
committee of five for this afternoon at 
4 o’clock at his office In The Constitution 
building, at which time the different com- 
mittees which will be sub-committees to 
the executive committee will be selected 
and recommended back to the executive 
committee. 

When these committees are selected the 
erganization for the work will be com- 
pleted and then the most important part 
of the work of the executive committee 
will begin. The members realize the mag- 
nitude of the reunjon and they depend on 
the city and citizens to give them complete 
-co-operation in the work of preparing for 
the entertainment of the veterans.

for the Aved, Female and Juvenile Inmates, and for the 
State Inspection of Misdemeanor Convicts 


WILL THE BILL PASS SENATE? 


Today the Question of Changing the 
Machinery of Penitentiary De- 
partment Will Come Up and 
Much Depends Upon 
Action of House. 


Representative Brannen, of Bulloch, led / 


the members of the house through the ens 
tanglements of the convict question yester- 
day, and succeeded in getting them on the 
straight road to definite action. By virtue 
of his catechism one suggestion after an- 
other was voted down, and the proposition 
officially known as question No. 2 was 
adopted with some amendments. The orig- 
jnal question read: ‘“‘Do you ‘avor the pur- 
chase of a farm and erection of buildings 
to care for the juveniles, women and aged 
and infirm convicts; and that the alble- 
bodied convicts be hired or leased under 
stats supervision in terms of not longer 
than five years?” 

The friends of the old lease system, 
whose majority in the lower body can no 
longer be questioned, theught there was @ 
‘pit too much reform even in this proposi- 
‘tien, and before they adopted it they struck 
out the word “purchase” and Inserted the 
word “establish,’’ and eliminated the time 
limit of five years. This means that the 


_. lease system is to be fastened upon the 


state for an indefinite time should a Dill 
framed on these lines pass both houses 
and receive the approval of the governor. 
The question of enacting such a law is 
gtill in dispute, however, for it is by no 
means certain that the measure will either 
be adopted by the senate or approved by 
the governor. 

There is practically but one change in the 
old lease system, and that is the separation 
of the infirm, juvenile and female convicts, 
and the fixing of the indefinite term as to 
hiring. In the matter of the misdemeanor 
convicts, the house made a bid for the 
governor's signature by adopting his strong- 
ly recommended suggestion that the state 
penitentiary omcidis BE'given the right to 
inspect misdemeanor convicts, and to take 
them away from county authorities when- 
ever they find that the law is being violated. 

This disposes of. all the Brannen questions 
except the two which refer to the proposed 
changes in the machinery of the peniten- 
tiary department. The legislature is asked 
if it wants a commission of three, or a 
principal keeper, and if it favors their ap- 
pointment by the governor, their election 
by the legislature, or their election by the 
people. This matter will come up today, 
and the views of the members are so much 
at variance that it is impossible to predict 
the result. They have already voted down 
the proposition to appoint, however, and it 


‘ds not likely that anything has happened 


since to lead them to change their minds.

Therefore be bs 

“Resolved, That a special committee of 
six- members from the house and three 
members of the senate be appointed to in- 
vestigate the right of late treasurer, Hon. 
R. U. Hatdeman, to the said fees and re- 
port to the general assembly their conclu- 
sions in/the matter.” 

No Reflection on Mr. Hardeman. 

When Mr. Pace handed his resolution to 
the page he said: ‘All I want to say Is 
thet Robert U. Hardeman was one of the 
trnest and noblest men of this legislature.’’ 
Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, the chairman of 
the committee that discovered the so- 
called shortage, was the first to speak. He 
made a very earnest and eléquent eulogy 
upon the high character of the dead state 
treasurer and said: 

“I am sure that no man in Georgia, unless 
it be one who was so fortunate as to b2 
more intimate with him than [, thought 
more of Mr. Hardeman, and I am sure that 
there is not a man in Georgia who wou!d 
doubt his honesty. We all know that he 
was an honest and noble man and thos, 
well-known qualities made him one of the 
most beloved men in this house. I think 
that this investigation should be made by 
the attorney general of the state. It is 
his duty and [I think it will have less em- 
barrassment attached to it. I am exceed- 
ingly sorry of this, but I want to assure 
you all that in the resolution or the re- 
port of my committee there was no im- 
plication of dishonesty against the dead 
treasurer, whom we all loved.” 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, made a speech 
that stirred the house. He said: 

“Gentlemen, I knew and loved Mr. Hardo:- 
man as well as any here, and for that rea- 
son 1 can better appreciate this situation. 
I know that the substitute by Mr. Pace 
should not pass. I am sure that if I were 
a son of Mr. Hardeman [I would prefer 
that this matter go before the attorney 
general of the state, instead of having it 
before a committee of this house, where, 
if the finding were in favor of the dead 
treasurer, the people of the state would cry 
out that the matter had been whitewashed 
by the friends of the dead man. I think 
out of respect to the dead we should pas:; 
Mr. Swift’s resolution and let this miatter 
go in its regular channel through the office 
vf the attorney general.” 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, resented the 
word “‘whitewashed”’ used by Mr. Hogan. 
He said that he wanted to assure the gen- 
tleman from Lincoln that the right kind 
of a committee appointed from that housa 
would not whitewash this matter. He 
asked Mr. Hogan if ne were the son of Mr. 
Hardeman would he favor a resolution that 
charged his father with ‘having a shortage 
in his accounts, as did the resolution by 
Mr. Swift, of Elbert. Mr. Hogan hastened 
to set Mr. Little right. He said that he 
had not said that there would be a white- 
wash, but had said that he people a1 over 
the state would make that charge. He 
said that the masses would think that the 
committee had been appointed to white- 
wash the matter, but he himself did not 
doubt the honesty of the committee, 

Mr. Little said that {t was s'mply a ques- 
tion as to whether or not the dead treas- 
urer was entitled to the fees that he had 
taken and he thought this should be de- 
cided by a joint committee. He did not be- 
lieve the people of Georgia would ev2n 
think of such a thing as whitewashing. Mr. 
Little seemed to object very strongly to 
the word “‘shortage” which appeared in Mr. 
Swift’s resolution. The house alse seemed 
to object to this feature of the or'gina! 
resolution, for the substitute by Mr. Pace 
was adopted. 


Legal Standard Raised. 


Mr. Slaton’s bill to raise the standard ef 
the lawyers was passed by a vote of 9 tu 
&. The bill is simply to make the mode of 
examination such that a man cannot gain 
admittance to the bar unless he ig fit for 
that place. The bill provides that the ex- 
aminations shall be held before the su- 
perior court judges and that the questions 
shall be written. They are then sent to 
the supreme court judges, where tne ex- 
amination papers are paSsed upon by the 
judges without knowing who the appli- 
cants are. In this way no cheap lawyers 
can inflict themselves on the state. Mr. 
Bartlett, of Spalding, objected to the bi. 
on the ground that it was a reflect'on on 
the superior court judges of the state. The 
bill does not apply to graduates of law 
schools which have the authority to admit 
their graduates to the bar. ; 


Oil Inspectogs’ Salaries Cut. 


The oil inspectors were struck rather 
heavily by the house. Their salaries were 
cut about in half. The bili by Mr. Bla- 
lock, of Fayette, to reduce the oil in- 
epectors’ fees from a maximum of $125 per 
nenth to $66.66 was passed. The bill is 
the result of the Blalock committee inves- 
ligation. Only three or four oil inspectors 
will be affected by the bill, as only those 
in the larger cities have been making as 
high as $125 per month. 

At ll o’cl the convict question came 
up as speci order. The first thing done 
was to po2ss a resolution offered by Mr. 
Awtry, of Cobb, to limit all speeches on 
the question to five minutes. The house 
then made surprising progress in the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, moved that in 
the consideration of the convict question 
eny member so desiring be excused from 
voting. Mr. West thought he was mis- 
treated by the house in requiring him tv 
vote on the preceding day. He thinks a 
member should not be compelled to vote 
when he is averse to taking a position on 
eny question for any good reason. His 
resolution was ruled out of order. 


Brannen’s Question Settled It. 

The house then proceeded with the five 
remaining questions propounded by Mr. 
Brannen, of Bulloch. Question one was 
the first taken up, This proposition means 
a modified re-enactment of the present sys- 
tem. It reads: 

“Do you favor a lease system as to 
all the felony convicts, under state 


supervision P”’ 

The ayes and nays were called on this 
proposition and the lease system was 
knocked sky high by a vote of ayes, 16; 
nays, 125. 

Second Question Tackled. 

The next question was that embracing 

the reform ideas. It was as follows: 
“Do you favor the purchase of a 
farm and erection of buildings to care 


fcr juveniles, women and aged and 
infirm convicts, and that the able- 
bo*ied convicts be hired or leased un- 
of not 


longer than five years?” — 
Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, said that this ques- 
tion should be divided, as-he thought 


it | 


| 


Was two questions, Mr. Hall, of Coweta, 
said that he saw no reason why the ques- 
tion should be divided. The question in- 
volved but one system, and as the other 
two propositions had been voted down, 
this was the only solution left. Speaker 
Jenkins ruled that the sub-propositions in 
the general question were so related to 
and dependent upon each other that they 
could not well be divided. He, however, 
would put the motion to have the question 
divided. 

By amendment of Mr. Blalock, of Fay- 
ette, the question was changed so that the 
word ‘‘five’’ was stricken and the number 
of years left blank. The word “purchase” 
was stricken on motion of Mr. Nevin 
and the word “‘establish’’ inserted. The 
question was then divided as proposed by 
Mr. Awtry. The first division of the ques- 
tion, which related to placing certain of 
the convicts on a farm, was voted upon, 
On this question the first decided difference 
was manifested. 


Want the Reform. 

The aye and nay vote was called with 
the result that the convict farm idea was 
adopted by a vote of 100 ayes to 20 nays. 

The second half of the question was vot- 
ed upon and adopted by a vote of 97 ayes 
and 26 nays. 

The question as accepted was as fol- 
lows: 

“Do you favor the establishment of 
a farm and erection of buildings to 
care for the juveniles, women and aged 
and infirm convicts, and that the able- 
bodied convicts be hirei or leased un- 
der state supervision in terms of not 
lorger than —- years?P”’ 

Question four was next considered. It is 
as follows: | 

“Do you favor state supervision of 
the misdemeanor convicts, at the same 
time leaving the direct control to the 
county authoritiesP’’ 

This question was adopted by a vote of 
7l ayes and 46 nays. 

Mr. West Explains. 

Mr. West, of Lowdnes, made a statement 
to the house, in which he disclaimed any 
discourtesy to the house in refraitiing to 
vote the day before and vigorously scored 
an evening newspaper. The statement was 
as sensational as the scene in the house 
when Mr. West denied the right of the 
house to make him answer the penitentiary 
qrery and \jmaintained his position for 
thirty minutes, while members threatened 
and cajoled. Immediately after the as- 
sembling of the house the member from 
Luwndes rose to a question of personal 
privilege and said: 

“I «desire this morning to state in my 
place that I meant no discourtesy to the 
house, Without egotism, I think I can.say 
that during the six years I have been a 
member of the house I have tried to at- 
tend to my duties as much as any member 
of this body.’’ 

Mr. West added that, while he had in- 
tended neo discourtesy, he felt assured of 
the justice of his stand and had no apol- 
ogies to make for that. When Mr. West 
hal concluded Speaker Jenkins- made a 
short statement expressing the highest re- 
gard for Mr. West, both as a member and 
a eerntleman. 

County Penitentiaries Suggested. 

The latest bill to be offered for the solu- 
tion of the convict question is one by Mr. 
Pearce, of Houston. This bill provides for 
the most radical and sweeping change 
that has been suggested by any measure. 
The bill provides that in each county in 
this state a penitentiary system shall be 
created and the bill empowers and requires 
each county to provide comfortable camps 
and quarters for the safe kceping of all 
convicts who have been or shall hereafter 
be convicted of crime and sentenced to 
serve in the penitentiary or chaingang by 
any court of any county,:and allows euc. 
county to hire its convicts to any other 
county upon such terms and conditions as 
they may agree upon and are not inconsist- 
ent with the laws in this state. In ho case 
shall a convict be hired to any individual 
or corporation where the terms of the con- 
tract places the conviets under. the 
control of said corporation and takes it 
out of the hands of the county or state. 
A principal and assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary are provided. So far as in con- 
sistent with the financia) ability of the 
counties the white and the colored convicts 
are to be worked in different squads. 


Favorable Report on Asylum. 


The committee on lunatic asylum made 
its annual report at the night session. 
This report was devoid of any special 
feature, It simply told of the visit of the 
committee to the asylum and complimentcd 
the management very highly. The report 
showed that the buildings were cleanly 
kept, the inmates given the best of treat- 
ment, the money expended in the right 
direction and the books kept as neatly and 
accurately as possible. 

Decatur’s City Court.. 

Mr. Morrison, of DeKalb, offered two 
bills; one was to establish the city court 
of Decatur and the other was to amend 
the charter of Decatur so as to change it 
from the town of Decatur to the city of 
Decatur. 

The bill is very important to Decatur, and 
there is a live interest in the matter in all 
of DeKalb county and in Atlanta. 


A Mayor Fell Under the Wheels. 


Americus, Ga., December 1.—(Special.)— 
Hon. James Hixon, mayor of Americus, 
was knocked down and run over today by 
a runaway horse, sustaining painful inju- 
ries. The frightened animal was attached 
to a carriage in which a young lady was 
seated, and was dashing madly through the 
streets when Mayor Hixon seized the reins 
and was dragged beneath the carriage 
wheels. His fearless act probably saved 
the young lady from severe injury in the 
overturning of the vehicle.

So Says Mr. Garrard to the Legislature 
: Last Night, 


HIS PLAN TO CREATE CURRENCY 


Says We Can Evade the 10 Per Cent 
Tax on State Banks. 


A BILL WILL S@0N BE INTRODUCED 


It Will Embody the Plan Presented 
by Mr. Garrard, Which, He Says, 
Has Proven a Success. 


“The Best Method of Evading the Fed- 
eral Law Which Imposes a Tax of Ten 
Per Cent on State Banks of Issue,”” was 
the subject of an address by Hon. Louis 
F. Garrard, to which the legislature*lis- 
tened with great interest last night. The 


lawmakers were anxious to find a practical 
and satisfactory way to be successful law- 
breakers. 

The address was made to a joint session 
of the general assembly by invitation of 
the legislators, who were anxious to get 
Mr. Garrard’s plan to embody it in .a 
bill. The plan offered by Mr. Garrard, 
as briefly stated and illustrated by himself, 
is as follows: 

“An ord.nary bank note is payable in 
money. Anything payable in something 
other than money, but measured by the 
value of money, would be equally yalua- 
bie, ‘n the supreme cvuurt decision—the 
Hollister case in 111 United States su- 
preme court reports. The supreme court 
of the United States, in decision by a full 
bench, held that an order in the following 
words, to-wit: ‘Pay to David O’Calder $5 
in merchandise,’ signed by one of the offi- 
cers of the mereantile agency and direct- 
ed to another, and which was circulated 
as money, was not Labie to the 10 per 
cent tax. Bullion stiver is merchandise 
beyond question, and an order fer $5, 
payable in merchandise silver bullion at 
retail, under th.s decision, is liable to 
taxation. At first glance it maw be thougnt 
that this order would be liable to fluctuate 
in value, but or examination you will see 
that it is for $5 in merchandise silver 
bullion, and under the present issuance 
the circulator would take the risk as to 
the amount of silver necessary to pay it. 
Th's order, however, could be discharged 
by the payment of {5 and the holder of the 
order would be compelled to receive $5 
in payment thereof. In other words, when 
an order of this descript.on is presented 
to the bank, it would not be compelled to 
pay the $5 in silver, but could pay the 
same in legal tender notes. Under the 
laws of Georgia whenever an obligation is 
payable in specific articles it can be dis- 
charged by paying the money value of the 
specific article—n this case bullion silver 
—and inasmuch as the order would be 
for $5 of merchandise silver bullion, there 
could be no possibility of the holder be'ng 
compelled to take less thar $5.’’ 

In the panic of '93 Mr. Garrard advised 
the Eagle and Phenix Company to issue 
merchandise certificates similar to the one 
mentioned in the lll United States report 
referred to aboye. These certificates were 
payable in merefrandise and were subrnit- 
ted to the internal revenue authorit‘es at 
Washington and.jpeld to be not taxable. 

More recently Mp Garrard caused the or- 
der in the folowing words: ‘Pay to Louis 
F. Garrard or bearer $5 in merchandise 
silver to be issued by the Columbus Sav- 
ings bank.”’ This order was passed over 
the counter of the Third National bank and 
Mr. Garrard paid $10 for the same. This 
case was laid before Secretary Carlisle, 
then secretary of the treasury, who re- 
ferred the matter to Attorney Generai Har- 
mon, who, after considerahle delay, ren- 
dered an op.nton on the same and held 
that neither the Columbus Savings bank 
nor the:Third National bank had rendered 
themselves lable to the 10 per cent tax~— 
the one for issuing the order end the other 
for circulating it. The 10 per cent tax is 
intended to read for issuance. as well as 
the tank for circulating it. In this case 
the question was fully made as to both 
the bank of issuancg and of circulation. 
If the supreme court of the United States 
should hold that a certificate of this kind 
was liable to the 10 per cent tax, they 
would have to do so in the face of their 
own rule in the case of Hollister in the 
lll United States supreme court above 
referred to. 


Mr. Garrard’s speech synopsized is as fo!- 
lows: 


“The question which I have been called 
to address you upon is ‘The Best Method o° 
Evading the State Bank Tax.’ It has been 
suggested to me that it would be herter 
not to use the word ‘evade,’ but I do not 
I believe that if 
we can legally evade this vicious ‘aw 
it will be right and the word evasion is alJ 
right 

“This question is one we have been try- 
ing to solve for many years. We heave 
ceased to look to the republican party for 
the abolishment of the 10 per cent on state 
bank issue. In 1863 the national bank law 
was passed At that time the tax of 1 
per cent was put on the state banks At 
that time the greenback was worth but 6} 
cents on the dollar. In 1865, when the 
greenback had sunk in value to ¢é0 cents 
on the dollar. the tax of 10 per cen* ways 
placed on all the issue of state banks. 
That tax was intended to prohib‘t state 
bank money. It was intended to destrov, 
and it did destroy. It destroyed the friends 
of the government. It tore down larg in- 
stitutions and caused a general pan'‘c. 
Jaater that iniquitous tax was en arged 
and made to apply to all commercial jn- 
stitutions and corporations. 

“The supreme court of the United States 
has made a decision which makes it po:;- 
sible to evade this tax. The higr covr' ha3 
derided in the Hollister case that order: or 
certificatey issued by one wver-on, firm. 
bank or association to another was not 
liable to state bank tax.” 

Mr. Garrard now told of the way the Co- 
lumbus commercial institutions tided over 
the panic by issuing these certificates. He 
said that the Calumbus corporations is<ved 
bundred« of thousands af dollars of these 
non-taxable certificates in 1893 and that 
the issue had saved that city and the eur- 
rounding country from ruin. He spoke of 
the financial thralldom that holds this na- 
tion in its grasp. He told of how a few 
men in New York could meet at break- 
fast and decide upon the ruin of the ceun- 
try. That these men who controlled mil- 
lions in securities could combine and bor- 
row every available Gollar in New York 
without one bank Knowing that another 
was being borrowed from. Then the men 
would call in all loans. The brokers would 
rush to the banks only to find that there 
wouidn’t be a dollar to borrow Then a 
panic would be on the country. 


The Remedy Is State Banks. 


“Now what is the remedy?” asked Mr. 
Garrard. “State banks are the remedy and 
state bank money is the only thing that 
can save us from these cond.tions. If we 
were te have state bank money it wouid 
stay at home and then there would be n> 
centralization of money at New Yqo:ik. Tne 
state bank money would of necessity stay 
at home and we would always nave muney 
here. Now I will give yGu so nwritten 
history. The terms that Sherman and 
Stanton offered to the south dur.ng the 
civil war were not as is commonly svup- 
posed an act of magnanimity on tbe pari 
of the northern men.

The main thing to consider ig the im- 


. portant fact that the bankers them- 


selves are beginning to realize that there 
is real necessity for reform along some 
lines advocated by those who, twelve 
months ago, were labeled as “agitators.’ 
Seeing the necessity, the banks do not 
hesitate to agitate, and we think it is a 
very good thing that they are willing 
to do so. They proceed, too, in a bus- 
inesslike way> They issue a call for a 
convention—which we trust will contain 
a representative from every southern 
bank, for the reforms proposed are of 
vital importance to this section—and 
then when the convention meets there 
will ensue the agitation of discussion. 
Let us hope that this event will give 
to “agitation” its proper meaning in the 
minds of business men. Reforms capn- 
not be carried without it; relief can only 
be obtained as the result of it. It is 
true that there is no prospect that the 
republicans will pay any attention to 
the demands of the southern banks. In- 
deed, it is certain that they will oppose 
the most important propositions put for- 
ward by the Atlanta bankers in their 
platform. But that is no reason why 
agitation in favor of them should not 
begin and go on until the people of all 
sections are brought to see their impor- 
tance. In this way the national plat- 
form of the democratic party will 
achieve its triumphant vindication. 


A Dangerous Measure. 

To a casual observer it appears that 
the legislature is going wild in the mat- 
ter of insurance legislation. The pas- 
sage by the house of the Dodson Dill 
gives a blow to the insurance interests 
of the state which will not be without 
its effect even though the bill should fai) 
of passage in the senate. The fact that 
a bill of this kind meets the approval 
of- even’one branch of the legislature 
is enough to put the people to thinking 
and to threaten the stability of outside 
investments in Georgia business. It is 
to be ,.hoped that the bill will be de 
feated by the senate, and it is confident- 
ly predicted that it will be. 

The bill, as passed by the house, estab- 
lishes a premium on insurance fraud. 
It refuses to permit any insurance com- 
pany to cancel a policy, even where 
fraud in the application for such policy 
has been clearly proven, unless the com- 
pany first pays to the policy holder, on 
whom such fraud has been fixed, the 
amount of his premiums already paid in. 
with more interest than any company 
can earn. In other words, in ofr- 
der to obtain an insurance policy. a 
designing schemer can make the most 
fraudulent pretensions without any risk 
to himself. If he should be detected 
before his policy becomes non-contest- 
ible by limitation, the company cannot 
cancel the policy, even though fraud is 
admitted, unless it first returns the pre 
miums paid in, with interest. A man 
who thus proceeds to deliberately de- 
fraud an insurance company has every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose, for 
if he can conceal his fraud ,until the 
policy reaches the non-contestible  pe- 
riod the policy thus obtained takes equal 
rank with a policy issued to an honest 
man on an honest application in whicl 
no misrepresentations are made. The 
bill passed by the house thus does in- 
justice not only to the insurance com- 
panies, but to their honest policy hold- 
ers, whose dividends will be thus cut 
down. 

The measure which has passed the 
house virtually puts the approval of the 
state on such frauds, and we do not be- 
lieve that a measure which, whatever 
may be its object, has such an effect, 
will receive the approvakof the senate. 


Two Splendid Achievements. 

Amn article which recently appeared in 
the news columns of The Constitution

ing element to mar the tranquil char- 
acter of the election. Business went 
on as usual without jar or friction; ana 
save for the interest which every good 
citizen naturally felt in the result, there 
was little to suggest that a city election 
was in progress. Disorder and drunk- 
enness were both completely eliminated 
from the polls, and everything passed off 
in perfect harmony. 

Not so with the election in Augusta. 
The voting precincts of that city pre- 
sented the appearance of pandemonium 
turned loose, and every interest of the 
city felt the effect of its demoralizing 
influence. On account of the import- 
ance of the leading stake at issue and 
the eagerness to sweep the field which 
characterized each party to the contest, 
there was no hesitation to employ those 
methods which are commonly invoked 
when ignorance is to be dealt with at the 
ballot box. To Augusta’s credit it must 
be predicted, in view of the experience 
through which she passed on yesterday, 
that in the future she will seek to care- 
fully avoid such contests by adopting 
methods which are calculated to decide 
important issues without demoralizing 
the community. 

What accounts for this difference be- 
tween the two elections? The question 
is not difficult to answer. Some two 
months ago Atlanta submitted her mu- 
nicipal issues to a white primary and 
obtained therefrom the untrammeled 
expression of the intelligent white voters 
of this city. The result was reached 
without friction or confusion. Having 
settled the issues which confronted her 
in the primary election, there were nc 
further issues to disturb her in yester 
day’s election, and the contest pased 
off in marked contrast with the one 
which demoralized her sister city. Au- 
gusta should carefully note the object 
lesson which Atlanta holds out to her, 
and should hereafter settle its munici- 
pal contest by the primary method.

The Times’ shipping record for a 
for the month of November is another rec- 
ord breaker.

This year will 
show three months cdnsiderably over that 
amount. December may go over the three

shipment of over 46,000 bales of cotton is an 
unprecedent monthly record for this port.

The Law Will Be Strictly Enforced 
from This Time. 


MASONS ASK FOR A TAX EXEMPTION 


Committee Fails To Grant It, but Mar- 
shal’s Sale Will Be Held Up— 
Nunnally Co. Turned Down. 


The tax committee of the general council 
has decided another qugstion of church 
parsonage exemption from taxes and street 
improvements aguinst ‘the church. The 
committee has decided to keep thoroughly 
within the law on Ahis question and no 
exemptions which afe clearly filegal will be 
recommended by the committee. 

Yesterday the petition of the Moore Me- 


morial church asking to be relieved of 
the payment of taxes on the church par- 
sonage property was ordered reported ad- 
versely by the committee. The church peo- 
ple, through their pastor, Dr. Holderby, 
petitioned to be relieved from the payment 
of taxeg on the ground that in addition 
to the property being used for parsonage 
purpoges it is also used as a free medical 
d‘spensary by the church. The poor are 
furmshed medicines from the house. 

The committee decided that no exemp- 
tion coukl be made legally and that the 
vsual course would be pursued. 

And consistent with the same decision 
the committee refused to report favorably 
a petition to relieve the Masonic Temple 
Company from taxes on the lot of the 
company on North Pryor street. In this 
case the committee decided to nold up the 
Sale of the property by the marshal, but 
no recommendation was made to relieve 
the property from taxes. Dr. L. P. Ste 
phens appeared before the commitiee rep- 
resenting the Masons. He ;tated that the 
Masonic order is a charitable orgev ization 
and should be relieved of taxes on that 
ground. 

It was decided that St. Luke’s church 
should not be required to pay tixes on 
the old parsonage in the rear of the church 
for the reason that the house is now a 
part of the church and is used only for 
ehurch purposes. Councilman Peters ex- 


‘plained that the parsonage building has 


been connected with the church proper 
and that the rooms are used for various 
church purposes, the parsonage having been 
removed to another building. On this ac- 
count the property will be exempt from 
taxation. 

Nunnally Petition Adversed. 

The ever-present petition of the Nunnally 
company to be allowed to run a fruit stand 
at the corner of Mar.etta and Hroad streets 
Was again adversely acted upon and will 
go back to the council so reported. This 
is the latest of quite a number of efforts 
of the company to secure the sidewalk 
fruit stand privileges at this point. 

The committee thinks the sdewalk is 
already too narrow and that there is nv 
room for a fruit stand on the Broad street 
side of Mr. Nunnally’s store. 

The committee will report favorably an 
ordinance amending the city tax ordinance 
reducing the license fee on money lenders 
from $100 to $25 aauaity to go into effect 
January ist. 

The committee passed upon a number 
of petitions and applications for free license 
and other matters were disposed of. Chair- 
man Dimmock, Alderman Rice, Alderman 
Hirsch, Alderman Woodward and Council- 
man Peters, of the committee, were pres- 
ent, as was City Clerk Green and ASs.st- 
ant License Inspector Saxe and Inspector 
Hunter,

After driving out Auburn avenue, the 
hack turned around and returned to the 
city. On the corner of Mitchell and 
Whitehall streets the hack stopped and 
the woman alighted, going ip the direc- 
tion of Forsyth street. This was about 
4 o'clock in the morning and Patrolmen 
Kimbrough and Willey, who are on the 
Whitehall street beat, suspicioned some- 
thing was wrong.

There 
Was practically no outside speculative in- 
terests in cotton today. In the afternoon 
the market was weakened by larger offer- 
ings of cotton from the south. Leading 
local commission houses were seen to be 
quietly buving on all weak intervals today, 
and gradually absorbing the offerings of 
weaker parties.

Corn, Oats, Provisions Were All Dull 
ahd Price Changes Were In- 


significant. 


Chicago,. December 1—Wheat was firm 
today, pout very dull until about twenty 
minutes from the close of the- $€8S-.0., 
when it started on a decline that left it 


| %@%c lower for May than it closed yes- 


terday. Latk of export demand was ap- 
parently the weakening feature finally. 
Corn, oats and provisions were all dull 
and price changes at the close were insig- 
nificant, 

The misunderstanding of an order to 
buy Deeember wheat came near to cemor- 
alizing the market at the opening. A com- 
mission firm’s order to their broker to 
buy 25,000 bushels December wheat was 
misconstrued, and thie wheat was instead 
offered for sale, resulting in some other 
small lots coming on the market, and an 
almost immediate decline to ¥Y4c a8 against 
95%c at the close yesterday. The muisiake 
was soon discovered and the buying of not 
more than 60,000 bushels put the price up 
again to 96%c in quicker time than it 
took to go down. May started unchanged 
at 9l4c, but the effect of the disorganiza- 
tion in December caused a temporary Ge- 
pression In May to %%c. It quickly re- 
covered, however, and in the course of the 
forenoon it reached %:%c. The cold weath- 
er continued throughout the winter wheat 
region and the fields were still uncovered. 
The St. Louis crop experts evidently 
thought,.the trials that the plant was be- 
ing subjected to were more than it could 
live through, as several orders came from 
there to buy July wheat. The future in 
consequence was relatively stronger than 
May. Minneapolis and Duluth receipts 
once more this week’ showed some falling 
off compared with the previous week’s, 
but were still discouragingly heavy as 
against those of a year ago. Those places 
reported 715 cars, against 762 last week and 
316 the like week of 1896. Chicago received 
115 cars, against only 34 last year, but 
sh.pments hence were 234,000 bushels. The 
Atlantic port clearances were .equal to 
576,000 bushels in wheat and flour. The 
western primary market receipts were l,- 
009,000 bushels compared with only 504,000 
bushels last year. Zero weather prevailed 
in and around Duluth, so that it was con- 
sidered very questionable if any further 
shipments would be made by lake from 
there this season. This was delivery day, 
but notwithstanding this fact there was 
hardly any wheat turned over, and it is 
the bel.ef that little will be until naviga- 
tion is closed. Liverpool opened unchanged 
for all futures but May, which was 
higher, but it closed stronger at from %& 
to 1d higher, March, the active trading 
month, being the strongest. Notwithstand- 
ing the rather encouraging situation, the 
trade was so light and the active local 
traders so reluctant to retire with any un- 
finished bus.ness on their hands that in 
their efforts to dispose of Jong wheat they 
had accumulated during the forenoon’s 
rise, the market slipped from under them 
and the price of May went down from 
91% to 90%c about fifteen minutes from 
the close. New York reported only ten 
boat loads for export. The lack of <«x- 
port demand started the unloading, wh.ch 
was rendered difficult by the almost utter 
lack of buyers, and prices sl pped down 
very easily. May closed at Wg@wWke. De- 
cember behaved better after its morning’s

Corn was firm and was very little affect- 
ed by either the early strength or closing 
weakness of wheat. The better feel.ng 
was due.in a measure to the belief that 
the December liqu-dation is abeut over 
and the spread today narrowed some. 
There were no deliveries on December 
contracts. Cables were firm and exports 
were good, amounting to $91,000 bushels. 
Country offerings were 
moderate, but the weather is favor.ble 
for the movement.

Up to a short time before the close of 
the market oats were urm, active and 
higher, December especially showing 
strength. The elevator buy ng, firm cash 
market and sympathy with wheat all 
helped in advancing the price.

The 
late break in wheat started May 1 quida- 
tion, however, and the market Jost all 
of its early advance, selling at the bottom 
at the close.

WAS VERY BUSY 


County Fathers Disposed of Many Matters 


; Yesterday. 
SESSION LASTED TWO HOURS 


Not the Slightest Reference Was Made 
to the Courthouse Deal. 


CORPORATION TAX COMES: UP FRIDAY 


After First of January Judge Cand- 
ler Will Hold Court on Second 
Floor of Ellis Building. 


The board of county commissioners held 
one of the busiest sessions of-the year yes- 
terday. There was nothing sensational 
about the discussions and the commission- 
ers got down to hard work as soon as the 
roll was called. A full board was present. 

The courthouse deal was not referred to 
at any stage of the session and nothing 
ocourred to remind the small audience of 
spectators that a storm had burst into the 
board only a few days ago. 

The question of corporation taxes was 
not acted upon, but notice was given of 
& special session which is to be held Friday 
morning, when the question will be discuss- 
ed from both standpoints. 

By a unanimous vote the board dec‘ded 
to pay Tax Receiver Armistead the com- 
missions which he claimed under the Jaw. 
The vote was not taken, however, until an 
Opinion thad been handed down by the 
county attorney. 

Chairman Adair stated that the new jail 
would not be completed and ready for de- 
livery until February 15th. 

Ordinary W. H. Hulsey is very anxious 
to secure yw complete set of Georgia reports 
for his office. He appeared before the com- 
missioners yesterday and urged that his 
set, which is now about haiti complete, be 
filled out so that the library which the law 
requires to be kept in his office, ghall be 
fully equipped with all the proper legal 
authorities. 

Chairman Adair stated that the county 
hal now on hand three sets which repre- 
sented $00 each, and he did not know 
where the money was to come from with 
which to buy Judge Hulsey a eset. 

After quite a lengthy argument, the 
Question was referred to the committee on 
courthouse supply with power to act. 

Commiuss:oner Spalding stated that he had 
been informed that the city had made the 
claim that the county was not eniitled to 
any revenue from liquor licenses, and he 
asked that the legislative committee be 
instructed to look into the sitwation and 
see just how matters stood, 


New Court for Judge Candler. 

Judge Candler will ‘hold fis criminal court, 
beginning January Ist, in the Eilis buiiding, 
just sypos.te the Lourthouwste Yesterday 
the county commissioners ratified the re- 
port of the committee on public buildings 
and the entire second floor of Captain kl- 
lis’s building was leased for a term of 
twelve montns at a rent of $75 per month. 

For several weeks the committee on pub- 
lic Dbu.ldings has been endeavoring to find 
a suitable courtroom for Judge Candler. 
Captain Ellis furnished the committee with 
his proposition and the committee, accom- 
panied iby Judge Candier and Solicitor Hil, 
examined vhe buliding and dec.ded to re- 
ommend the lease. Judge Candler had pre- 
viously appeared before the commissioners 
and asked that he be relieved from holding 
court in the basement of the courthouse. 
He deciared that the basement was poorly 
ventilated, imsufficiently lighted, coid and 
damp and so foul from odors and sewerage 
that it was impossible for him to presiae 
over the trial of cases. 

Solicitor Hill added ‘his protest to holding 
court in the basement, saying that he 
would prefer a small room rather than the 
basement with its cold and odor. 

At the meeting of the commissioners yes- 
‘terday the propos.tion made by Captain 
Ellis was formaliy accepted and the county 
attorney was instruicted to prepare the 
proper papers. The courtroom for Judge 
Berry, in the Coker building on East Hunter 
street, costs ‘the county $103.85 each month, 
making nearly $200 per month the coun- 
ty is paying for floor space which ig not 
furnished by the courthouse. 

“I think if there was any doubt about 
good reasons for a new courthouse, those 
doulbts have now been dispeiled as the dew 
before the morning sun,’ said Chairman 
Adair yesterday ag the matter was being 
discussed, 


Tax Defaulters Must Pay. 


Commissioner Rosser is in favor of re- 
lieving all tax defaulters who will pay up 
their taxes within the next ten days. His 
motion to this effect, however, was lost 
yesterday, after an interesting d‘scussion. 

He stated that many persons had been 
under the impression that they had made 
returns, and he did not desire to make the 
matter burdensome to the property owners. 
He thought ft would be a good idea to al- 
low all the defauiters to pay up promptly, 
at the same time warning them against a 
failure next year. 

Commissioner Spalding objected. So did 
Commissioner Brown. Chairman  Adusir 
stated that a move of that nature would 
destroy the whole system and that it would 
never do. 

The matter was referred to the county 
attorney, who its to hand down an opinion 
as to whether or not the cotinty would 
have a right under the law to relieve the 
defaulters of the penalty. 

Commissioner Roeser said thie desired to 
call the attention of the board to the fact 
that none of the presidents of banks in the 


city had returned the special professional 


tax. 
‘I did not return mine,” said he, “be- 
cause there was no blank upon -the return 


sheet and no question was ed about it 
by the receiver. I suppose tha the rea- 
eon why all the other presidents 


did net return theirs. I have no desire 
to get out of paying this professional tax, 
but I do not think I should be in default 
when the blanks printed and ordered out 
by the comptroller general fafl to provide 
for the return of this tax.”’ 

The other members of the board 
with Commissioner Rosser and all the bank 
presidents were relieved by a unanimous 
vote from the penalty for failure to return 
the professional tax. 

The attention of the comptroller general 
will be called to the deficiency in the blanks 
and the question will be properly. asked 
next year and the tax will be required.

“What does the city propose to do if the 
county will move the dirt and make all 
of the grades?’ asked Chairman Adair.

The city would not even 
build a little sewer for the new jail and I 
don’t care to be a party to any deal that 
is based upon a promise from the city. The 
county did $100,000 worth of grading at the 
exposition and has ‘been doing a great many 
things, but what has the city done? I ask 
that question for information.” 

Commissioner Spalding said he favored 
the plan, provided, of course, the city 
would perform its part of the contract and 
would not shift the entire burden on the 
county. He thought the work could be 
very easily accomplished by the county 
during the wet months when no work on 
the roads was possible. 

Commissioner Brown wanted the matter 
referred to the committee on pwodlic works 
and when the vote was taken the qustion 
took that direction. 


Convicts Are in Peril. 

The county convict camp is Liable to be 
destroyed at any time by fire. 

That is the announcement that was made 
yesterday by Colonel W. P. Pattillo, who 
was before the board on another matter, 
but referred to the peril of the camps be- 
cause he thought the county should take 
immediate action to provide for protection 
from fire. 

‘T am not talking as an insurance man,” 
said Mr. Pattillo, ‘but I am going to call 
the attention of the commissioners to the 
condition of the convict camps. There is 
absolutely no protection and if a fire were 
to break out in the camps there would be 
a fearful holocaust, as the convicts are 
chained in their bunks and could not possi- 
bly escape. 


‘The hose now in use are ineffective and | 


have been so pronounced by Chief Joyner, 
who has made an inspection of the camps. 
What the county should do is to provide 
for a system of sprinklers and put in new 
hose. Too much precaution cannot be tak- 
en, for it ts too fearful to even contemplate

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LIQUOR REGULATIONS 
10 BE CHANGED 


‘ Sub-Committee Agrees 02 a Plan To 
Be Submitted. 


INCREASE IN THE LICENSE FEE 


Drug Stores Must Keep Liquor in a 
Separate Apartment. 


AND PAY A LICENSE OF $250 ANNUALLY 


Judge Andy Calhoun Appears Before 


tke Committee ani Tells About 
the Liquor Law Violations.

The sub-committee of the police and or- 
dinance committees appointed to devise and 
réport back a plan to relieve the retail 
saloon keepers from injury caused by ille- 
gal traffic in the iquor business by drug 
stores, wholesale dealers and blind tigers 
has decided upon the following as the 
best solution possible of the problem: 

‘‘Wholesales dealers wio sell in 
quantities of not less than one gallon 
to pay a license of $50 annually. 

‘Dealers who sell in quantities of 
not less than one quart to pay a license 
.of $250 annually. 

“Retail saloons to pay a license of 
$1,000 annually. 

“Drug stores in which liquor is sold 
to be required ‘to keep their liquor 
stock in a separate compartment of 
the store, partitioned off from the bal- 
ance of the room and in full view of 
the public, no liquors to be kept in 
any other part of the house. 

“A violation of the liquor regula- 
tion laws, so proven and decided by 
the city recorder, to work a revoca- 
tion of license held by any dealer, 


wholesale or retail. 

“The liquor department of drug 
stores to be closed promptly at 10 
o'clock at night and kept closed on 
Sundays, holidays and all other days 
on which retail saloons are closed by 
law. 

“Drug stores not to sell liquors at 
any time on doctors’ prescriptions ex- 
cept when compounded with, medicines. 

“These regulations to go into ef- 
fect on January Ist.” 


The Best Plan Possible. 

This agreement of the sub-committee, 
consisting of Alderman Hirsch. Counell- 
man Howard, City Attorney Ancerson, 
. Councilman Dorsey and Mayor Collier, was 
‘geached at a meeting held in the city hall 
‘yesterday. It is regarded as the best plen 
‘which it {s possible to put into effect in 
view of the difficulties with which the 
committee was confronted. 

There may be some further changes 
made by the general committee when the 
report of the sub-committee is made, but 
the plan as outlined will doubtless be the 
final settlement of the problem unless same 
/plan entirely new is suggested. =} 

The police department will be given ‘ex- 
plicit instructions to make.every effort 
to enforce the proposed regulations and a 
strict watch will be kept on the irug stores 
and other dealers who are accused cf vio- 
lating the‘laws, Cuses w'll be made 
against parties who break the regulations 
as to hours of closing, opening and Sun- 
day closing. 

Judge Andy Before the Committee. 

Judge Andy Calhoun appeared before the 
. sub-committee yesterday, and he cold the 
members about the difficulty of convicting 
the alleged violators of the Hquor laws. 

He was asked many questions by the com- 
‘ mitgeo and he explained the nature of the 
cases pending in the police court now 
end those that have been tried and ais- 
missed. 

Judge Calhoun has refused to vonvict 
reputable drug store men on evideize of 
hired decoys employed by the detective de- 
partment, The detective department has 
made a number of cases on. evidence of 
disreputable men, whom they employ to go 
_to the drug stores a buy whisky on 
Sunday or holidays, the detectives cgree- 
ing to pay the spies $2 for each conviction. 
Judge Calhoun refuses to bel'eve a man 
who will sell himself for such purposes, 
and when cases of the kind are made he 
dismisses them. 

This is what he told the committee and 
what he has announced from the bench. 
Slaughter Pays $2 for Evidence. 

Chief of Detectives Slaughter says there 
is only one way he can enforce the law, 
_and that is by hiring men of this class to 
| buy liquor and then swear against the 
' drug store men in court. He says the usual 
| price paid such witnesses is $2 for each 
conviction, the money not to be paid until 
@ conviction is had. 

“And we can never depend on our wit- 
, nesses after they have bought the whisky 
‘and the cases have been made,” says Cap- 
‘tain Slaughter, “because a man who -will 

‘Sell himself to the detectives for $2 wil} 
turn around and sell himself to the drug 
store men or defendants, whoever they 
may be, for $ and leave town or refuse 
to testify for the city.” 

Dr. Joe Jacobs and Mr. Hamilton Douglas, 
his attorney, appeared before the com- 
‘mittee. They said the Jacobs Pharmacy 
}Company stands ready to obey any regu- 
‘lations made by the city or pay any fee 
that may be charged. 

The drug store dealers and wholesale 
men have been paying a license fee of $30 
annually. By the proposed change in the 
jaw the drug stores will all be required 
to pay $250 license. It is believed that only 
a few of the drug stores will take cut 
license at this rate,

} application of the virus caused a stir in 
} the city and during the day hundreds 
| Visited or sent for their private physicians 


to vaccinate them. - : 

The city physiciars were kept busy all 
day and they vaccinated a very large num- 
ber of persons free of charge. The work 
will be continued today and tomorrow 
morning the regular house to house can- 
vass will begin and the work of vaccin- 
ating the people will be continued until 
all have been subjected to the anti-small- 
pox poison. 

The board of health is arranging to send 
cut a large number of physicians to Visit 
the houses and offices and shops, and early 
tomorrow morning, accompanied by a po- 
liceman, the doctors will start out and 
begin the work assigned to them. Forty or 
fifty physicians will be put to work and 
hundreds will be vaccinated every day 
until the work is completed and every per- 
son in the city has been vaccinated. 

Many persons prefer to be vaccinated by 
their private ‘physicians, and yesterday 
when they read of the decree of the board 
of health in The Constitution, they set 
out for their physician’s offices or sent 
for them to visit their homes. Vaccin virus 
was in demand, and the drug stores were 
taxed to furnish enough of the little white 
sticks. Fresh supplies ase received daily, 
and the druggists are attempting to so 
dispose of the virus that only fresh sticks 
will be on hand at all times. The stuff is 
far more effective anda better when fresh. 

Mayor Collier and the members of the 
board of health will get together today 
and complete the arrangements for the ex- 
tensive plan to see that everybody is vac- 
cinated: It is the only -way ‘to wipe- out 
the smiallpox, say the members of § the 
board, and they propose to quickly and 


effectively. kill out the disease by vaccin-.

STIRS TYE'S IRE 


Atlanta Attorney Has a Warm Response 
to Senator Turner. 


HE COMES BACK WITH SPIRIT 


Is the “Shrewd Atlanta Lawyer’ Re- 
ferred to by the Senator. | : 


| HE HAS NO ROSES F2R THE SENATOR 


Says Latter Has No Reason and Not 
Much Intelligence—What 
He Says. 


Attorney John L. Tye, of the firm of 
Payne & Tye. of this city, has a spirited 
return for Senator Turner’s intimation on 
the floor of the senate that he was lobby- 
ing with members of the legislature in fa- 
vor of a railroad bill. 

The senator’s charge wads made on the 
floor of the senate about two weeks ago, 
but was subsequently withdrawn. It cre- 
ated a small sized sensation at the tims, 
but the senator’s prompt withdrawal of it 
caused the excitement over it to simmer 
down. 

Mr. Tye, to whom reference was made in 
the uncomplimentary connection mentioned 
preferred to remain silent until the meas- 
ure under discussion was disposed of final- 
ly, even to the extent of receiving the 
governor’s signature. This disposition has 
now heen removed arid he can speak free- 
iy. in referring to the matter yesterday 
he had this to say: 

“Quite a sensational article was publish- 


ed a few days since, charging tnat the | 


Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rall- 
way were endeavoring to lobby a b.Il 
through the legislature and that ee 
shrewd Atlanta lawyer,’ was engaged in 
this. 

“I have purposely refraineé from noticing 
this article until the g dver:or signed the 
bill, thinking probably that if any improper 
methods had been used by which the bill 
passed the legislature, that Senator Turner, 
of LaGrange, who, I am informed, was the 
author of this accusation, would appear be- 
fore the governor and make his charge 
good. The bill has been signed by the 
governor and is now a law, and while it 
was pending before the governor. the 
charge which Senator Turner made against 
me was not attempted to. be supported. 
The bill to which Senator Turner referred 
was a measure asking for relief, and one 
which appeaied to any intelligent mind. 
There was no need or occasion for him to 
charge me with lobbying or the railroad 
which I represented. 

“In order that I may be set straight, so 
far as this charge is concerned, I deem it 
proper to briefly explain the object of the 
bill against which the charge of lobby.ng 
was preferred by this senator. 

“The Nashville. Chattanooga and 8t. 
Louis railway is a trunk line with twe ve 
oer thirteen hundred miles of railway, 
which only touches tne state of Georgia 
two' and three quarter miles in the county 
of Dade, the rest of the line of said rai.- 
way being wholly without the state of 
Georgia. We have in this state a law 
which prohibits the running of freight 
trains on Sundays except for special] pur- 
poses. We desired to have this law moidi- 
fied so as not to apply to‘ railroads begin- 
ning and ending in another state in run- 
ning through Georgia a distahce not ex- 
ceeding three miles. The reason for this 
was that in the state of Tennessee there 
was no law prohibiting the funning of 
freight trains on Sunday and the penal 
law of Georgia made it so that we could 
not transport the Tennessee freight .with- 
out commiutting a misdemeanor in Georgia 
which made us liable to indictment ana 
prosecution. A further reason was that 
this law hampered us in competing with 
the other rvads ip Tennessee not touching 
Georgia which handled freight on Sunday. 

“In 1847 the legislature of Georgia, when 
it gave to the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway the chartered right to 
run the two and three-quarter miles in 
Dade county, proyided in the act that the 
Same rights and privileges which were 
granted the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway in Tennessee should b:; 
given it in Georgia. Under the law as it 
stood, and from which law we were asking 
relief, we were liable to indictment for 
v.olating the Sunday law, and we were be- 
ing indicted and prosecuted tn Dade coun- 
ty. While technically this was a vio.at.on 
of the Sunday taw, yet the law wh.ch was 
passed prohibiting the running of freignt 
trains on Sunday was not intended in fits 
spirit to reach a road such as the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
in this particuiar, and it was for this rea- 
son that the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway asked for re.ief; and it 
was for this reason that every legislator 
that I mentioued the subject to readiiy saw 
the justice of the demand and favored the 
concession asked for. 

“How such a meritorious appeal as this 
could have so shocked Senator ‘Turner's 
regard tor the sabbatn as to cause him tv 
accuse the Nashviile, Chattanouga and St. 
Louis railway and myse.f of loDuy.ng is 
omy exp.ainable from the fact that ne is 
either a crank or too good for this wickeu 
worid. A measure of tiuis Character needed 
no lobbying, nec did it need a ‘shrewd At- 
ianta& iawyer’ to be behind it, tue latter 
language veing used evidently tor the pur- 
pose Of prejudicing tle biiu, it be.ng the 
mind Of some SMa Siulesmen to tuink if 
they Can connect a@ ‘shrewd At.ania jaw- 
yer with any scheme it is sumecent to 
condemn i.

MUNICIPAL BWNERSHIP THE PROBLEM 


Wisdom of Atlanta’s Live Citizens To 
Be Turned Upon the Problem. 
Menu and Programme. 


Tonight the second of the chamber of 
comme:ce dinners will occur and will intro- 
duce the first of a series of dinner discus- 
sioas' in which problems of special local 
interest will be handled. 

Tonight's feast will be spread in the cozy 
breakfast room of the hotel and perhaps 
150 guests wiil be seated around the béard 
to enjoy the clegant dinner ani the able 
discussicn. The question which will be 
hand'ed by the banqueters is, “Should At- 
lanta extend the policy of municipal own.

Steps further than Atlanta has vet gone in 
the direction of city control. The pending 
propcsition to purchase an electric lgnt 
plant for the city is notable among the 
live problems to be solved, and the strong 
feeling af interest in that matter will in- 
ject ulusual life and color into tonight's 
discussion. 

The dinner will be coneluded at 8 o’clock, 
when the evening’s discussion will begin. 
The subject for discussion is: “Should At- 
lanta Extend the Policy of Municipal Own- 
ership.’’ Formal. discussion will be con- 
ducted by: Affirmative, Judge George Hill- 
yer and Mr. Fulton Colville; negative, Mr. 


A. V. Gude and Mr. Harvey Jonnson. The 
informal discussion by members. 


Quite a large number of legislators have 
been invited and will be present, as will a 


large number of prominent men from out 


of town. The informal part of tonight's 
debate will be warm and spicy. It is un- 
derstood that quite a number of gentlemen 
will engage in it who talk straight from 
the shoulder, 

Mr. T. H,. Martin, in speaking of the din- 
ner tonight, said: 


“The dinner discussion has proved to be 
very much more popular than we had an- 
ticipated. It was not supposed that more 
than sixty or seventy of our members 
would attend, but we have now in hand re- 
quests for tickets from more than one hun- 
dred of our members.
